 Pa@senger and Freight Trains Meet at Full 


Speed—Nine Killed, Five Missing and 
‘Five Injured—Engines and Cars Piled 
Together in’a Mass of Ruins—Fire 
 AddsiIts Horrors to the Awful Scere 
—Street Cars Upset by a Train-A 
Chapter of Horrors. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 21.—Passenger train 
No. 8, on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad was wrecked by robbers three miles 
west of Osage City at3o’clock this morning. 
The train, consisting of a baggage, express 
and mail car,two day coaches, two chair 
cars and three sleepers, was thrown over an 
embankment three feet high and the first six 
cars telescoped. Four persons were Killed 
outright and twenty-five seriously injured.

THB WORK OF ROBBERS. 

The wreck occurred at a small bridge 
which crosses a ravine. There is a heavy 
down grade and the train was running fully 
forty milesan hour.

Men, women and children were plied over 
each other, caughtin the broken seats and 
thrown through the windows of cars.

An examination of the track was made and 
it was found that the fish plates had been 
carefully removed and the bolts taken out 
and spikes drawn from ten ties and the rail 
bent over to the inside.

@ examining the ground about the 
wreck pot was found where three men 
had lainin the grass andtracks were found 
leading from the spot to thetrain. The sec- 
tion-bouse at Barclay was broken into last 
night and a crowbar; wrench and sledge 
hammer stolen. All these tools except the 
crowbar were found and the fish plates and 
boits which bad been removed were also dls- 
covered. 

The passengers were brought to this city at 
10 o’clock this morning. Some of the 
wounded who could not beremoved were 
left at Osage City andthe other were taken 
to Christ’s Hospital here. Several of the 
passengers will probably die, but the attend- 
ing physicians will make no statement until 
the extent oftheir injuries can be examined

Maj. W. H. Lieilewyn, live stock agent for 
the road, was on board the wrecked train 
andclaims to have taken possession of the 
box in which the Mexican Central currency 
was. placed, Liellewyn says the money 
was in an tron-ribved box, three feet 
long and was buried so deep down inthe 
wreck that the robbers could not have found 
it. His supposition is that the robbers were 
sofrizhtened at the extent of the wreck 
that they at once took to their heels. 

There are numerous rumors about the 
money which was aboard the _ train, 
Liellwyn says he turned the box overto the 
City Marshal of Osage City andthe Marshal 
gave ittothe Topeka'‘agert ofthe Wells, Fargo 
& Co. Express. The Wells-Fargo people here 
would not be interviewed about it. 


NINE KILLED. 


Collision Between Passenger and Freight

MANSFIELD, O., Sept. 21.—A terrible acci- 
dent is reported on the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railroad.

The accident occurred about two miles 
from the village of Shreve, but the country 
folks, the train men and passengers set 
about the work of rescuing those imprisoned 
in the wrecked coaches. A messenger was 
dispatched to Shreve for assistance, and 
from that point word was sent'to the rail- 
road officials. 

As soon asthe remains of the dead were 
carried out and the Injured and imprisoned 
passengers were in places of safety, atten- 
tion was given to preventing the flames from 
spreading to the remaining coaches and 
sleeping cars. By this timea wreckingtrain 
had arrived and everything possible for the 
comfort of the victims of the accident was 
promptly done by the company officials. 
The track was cleared and traffic resumed 
within three hours. The passengers were 
transferred to other coaches and started for 
Pittsburg, where they arrived about 11 
o’clock. 

The cars @recked were: Five freight cars, 
one postal car, two express cars, one bag- 
gage Car, two coaches. The wrecked cars 
were totally destroyed by fire. One coach 
and the sleeping cars on the express train 
were not wrecked and escaped the flames. It 
is feared the missing persons perished in the 


flames. 
FORCE OF THE COLLISION. 


The force of the collision must have been 
terrific, as the postal, express and smoking 
cars were completely telescoped. There 
were five clerks at work in the postal car, 
and four were instantly killed and the fifth 
one was fatally injured.

There were two clerks in charge of 
the car, but both escaped injury, though 
they were badly shaken up., Shreve Station, 

the point near which the disastér occurred, 

is a small hamlet about 145 miles west of 

Pittsburg on the main line of the P., Ft. W. & 
C,. Railroad, The residents of the little town 
were slumbering peacefully when the collis- 

ion took place, but they were quickly aroused 
and were not long in comprehending what 

had happened, The lurid giare of the flames 
fromthe burning cars alarmed them, and 
they hurried out to the rescue of the impris- 

oned passengers. Many ofthe citizens se- 

cured buckets and helped the passengers to 
extinguish the fames. The local physicians 
also hurried forward to do what they could 
to allary the sufferings of the !njured passen- 
gers extracted from the wreck. 

All attention at first was paid tothe pas- 
sengers imprisoned inthe burning smoker 
and day coach. Two or . three 
of them were pinioned down by 
broken timbers ana were powerless 
to move. They made desperate efforts to 
free themselves as the flames swept toward 
them and their cries for help were heart- 
rending. Allthat could be done was being 
done by those outside, but the fire swept 
upon them so quickly that they finally had to 
stand back while the poor helpless victims 
pinioned down in thecar seats perished be- 
fore their eyes. ? 


WRECK ON THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD. 
LANCASTER, Pa., Sept. 21.—The second sec- 
tion of the Philadelphia express westward 
bound on the Pennsylvania Rallroad ran into 
the first section at Rheetms’ Station, fifteen 
miles west of here shortly after 
3 o’clock this morning. Both trains were 
badly wrecked. One engineer was Killed, 
the other fatally injuredand the firemen of 
both trains were fatally hurt. None of the 
passengers were hurt. .One ofthe engineers 
disregarded orders and ran past the switch.

HE JUMPED IN TIME. 


Thirteen Oars Ruined ina Poplar Street 
Accident. 


Four big yard locomotives worked all last 
nightandinto this morning making up a 
freight train down on the Levee that was to 
gouptothe tracks about the Unton Depot 
and geta load for Missouri! Pacific stations. 
Each of the locomotives had its crew of en- 
gineer and fireman and six switchmen and 
brakemen handled the levers and coupling- 
pins. At5:30o0’clock fifty cars, all of them, 
empty but one, haa been coupled 
together, and engines 290 and 
306 got. in front of them and 
started puffing north on the Levee jto the 
Poplar streettrack. Fromthe curve atthe 
Levee and Poplar street there is a very heavy 
grade up to Third street, andso many accl- 
dents have been caused by it that the rail- 
way company has put gates at every inter- 
secting street except Main street. When 
trains go up the grade from the Levee, one 
ortwo locomotives stand on a side track 
near the curve; wait till the train has passed, 
pulled by other engines in front,and then run 
out on the main track up to the 
trainand push withall theirsteam till the 
summit ofthe hillis reached. Then they run 
down again and letthe engines in front 
take the train to the depot, all the rest of the 
way being level or down hill, 

THE ROTTEN COUPLING PIN. 

The train this morning was to be managed 
this way. Engines 292and 307 stood onthe 
side track. AS soonas engines 29) and 306 
had pulledthelongtrain around the curve, 
the side-tracked pushers put on all 
steam and shot after theothers. The train 
had got half way upthe grade when a rotten 
coupling pin gave way underthe strain of 
the tons of weighton it, and the thirteen 
cars. slid back down the grade. 
Just as they started, the two 


heavy engines below came around the curve, 
and before the engineers had timeto stop the 
headway of their locomotive by reversing 
there was acrash anda splintering of cars. 
Some of the cars were lifted from the track 
by the collision and thrown against the houses 
on the narrow street. The others, mashed 
but still on their trucks, bore the engines 
downthe grade and back around the curve 
a hundred yards, grinding themselves into 
wrecks as they did so. Onecar was thrown 
out of the train as it hurled itself around the 
curve, and would have gone down into the 
river but fora pile of rails which stopped its 
trucks, 
A BRAKEMAN’S ESCAPE. 

Allofthe brakemen were on the engines 
when the accident occurred, except Brake- 
man James Gannon, who was on the last car 
ofthetrain. He said to-day: ‘‘When we take 
a train up the grade we are generally 
on the cars. Therestof the boys just hap- 
pened to be on the engines, but 1 caught the

Brakeman Gannon picked himself up the | 
next minute with all the breath Knocked out 
ofhimanda sprained hand, intimeto see 
the car he had been on flying Into pieces. If | 
he had stayed there he would have been 
killed, ‘‘Brakes on a heavy train on a 
grade like that don’t do any good,’’ 
he remarked this morning, being asked if 
the accident might have been prevented. 
‘‘We’ve gottotrustthe couplings. Nothing 
but the best kindof alr brakes would ever 
siowa train that had once started down that 
grade.’’ 

REMOVING THE WRECK. 

The track was blocked all to-day, although 
the wrecking train went to the scene at 7 
o’clock. Pieces ofcars lay all Over Poplar 
street, from Main street down and 
around the curve nearly to Chouteau 
avenue. Acrowd of people, mostly women 
and children, wandered about the place with 
baskets picking up pieces of wood, and some 
of them made several trips. The wreckage |

A DAY IN CAMP. 


Business and Pleasure Combined 
by the G. A. R. Encampment. 


Reports Received and Routine Matters 
Attended To. 


THE “HOUSE OF LORDS” AND COLOR LINE 
DISCUSSED. 


Exchange of Courtesies Between the Dis- 
trict Commissioners and the Army 
Veterans—Address of Commander-in- 
Chief Palmer—Indianapolis Assured of 
the Next Annual Meeting—A Day De- 
voted to Legislative Work. 


“WASHINGTON, Sept. 2i.—The twenty-sixth 
national encampment, G. A. R., began its 
session in Albaugh’s Opera-house this morn- 
ing. Routine business will occupy most of 
to-day’s session. Gen. Palmer will read his 
report as Commander-in-Chief and the re- 
ports of various standing and special com- 
mittees will be made. The Committee on 
Pensions may Offer.a resolution in regard to 
the service pensions. It is not probable that 
this system of pensioning will be ratified. 
Prominent G. A. R. men say the Government 
is doting for its veterans all that could be 
asked or expected, and that the time has not 
come for so generous an extension of the 
pension system. 

The ‘‘House of Lords’’ matter will excite 
a most lively discussion when it comes to the 
front. ‘According to the, regulations of the 
G. A. R., the highest Officers of the national 
organization and the departmental com- 
manders are allowed to have seats and vote 
in the encampment. Under this rule forty- 
three life members of the encampment are 
selected this yenr, and#ehis contingent has. 
been swelled until It almost equals the body 
of delegates elected from the departments. 
There has been a sentiment growing inthe 
G. A. R. of late against allowing the past 
commanders to vote in encampments. The 
Department of Massachusetts has -several 
times introduced a resolution against it. 
This year Ohio will stargthe movement, The 
last State encampmenf at Piqua instructed 
the delegates to this @@ect. Something of a 
skirmish between thetwo leading depart- 
ments may ensue, as Pennsylvania is®variily 
in favor of the old order & things. This con- 
test may have its effect On the campaign for 
commander-in-chief. 

The color line question will again come, if 
present declared intentions are carried out, 
but Gen. Palmer will be sustained by an over- 
whelming vote. 

An effort will be made by Comrade T. T. 
Swinburne to secure from the Grand Army 
Encampment an indorsement for the colum- 
bine as the national flower. Hesaysin sup- 
port of the suggestion: ‘‘itsname comes 
from the same root as Columbia. Itis an 
exact copy of the Phrygian liberty cap, the 
head dress of Columbia, and the prototype of 
the cornucopia, the symbol of Columbia’s 
land; its botanical name is derived from the 
Latin for eagle, because its petals endin 
spurs resembling the talons of an eagle; its 
rrowth in red, white and blue, the colors; it 
has five trumpet-shaped petals, correspon d- 
ngtothe five points of the star upon our 
flag, and it is indigenous to the North Amer!i- 
can continent, a hardy perennial and wild 
flower that is found in every part of our 
jand, growing even onthe Rocky Mountains 
in the very heart of the country.’’ 

The encampment isa representative body 
composed of 1,147 delegates, one chosen from 
each ofthe various departments, others al- 
lotted on the basis of membership of the de- 
partments and others still, members of the 
encampment by virtue of present or past 
office tn the national organization. 

The encampment isthe legislative body or 
congress of the order. It elects the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and other national officers, 
receives their reports, reviews their admin- 
istration and outlines the policy to be fol- 
lowed-by the G. A. R. acting as a unit. 

At 10:25 0’clock, with about half the dele- 
gates in their seats, Commander-in-Chief 
Palmer rapped for order as he stood behind 
a large base drum forarostrum. A gleeclub 
of veterans sang a song inviting the encamp- 
mentto Indianapolis next year, saying the 
virias will turn out and the boys will shout to 
welcome their friends in 1893, This was up- 
roariously applauded, 

Commissioner Douglas of the District of 
Columbia was introduced and read an ad- 
dress of welcome on bDehaif ofthe citizens of 
Washington.

Another gavel representing the home of 
Washington was presented by the Citizens 
Committee, and Gen. Palmer cordially .res- 
ponded. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock, Gen. Palmer called 
the encampment to order and it was opened 
in due form. 

The Committee on Credentials reported the 
number of delegates present. 

Commander- in-Chief Imer then began 
reading his annual address as follows: 


COMMANDER PALMER’S ADDRESS. 


Comrades: The national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic brings together repre- 
sentative soldiers from all over the joyal land. 
There is scarcely a battlefield of that great civil con- 
test but has its representatives here to-day, Within 
its ranks are mer of all political parties and religious 
creeds. The differences in rank which the army 
reflected are lostin the equalities of a free and com- 
mon citizenship. The dominating thought is patri- 
Otis, Its principles appeal to triots of every 
nameand party. Itis pecuiiarly befitting that we 
should meet once more inthe beautiful Capitol City 
of the nation, where the representatives of 65,000,- 
COO of freemen gather to enact our laws, and to look 
backward over the perils surmounted, and forward 
to the growing greatness ofa redeemed land. 

As we look back over the long lne of disting- 
uished comrades whose patriotic devotion to their 
country and inspiring presence upon the battie- 
fields, often times stimulated us to deeds of valor, 
but whe no longer answer to ‘*roli ¢all’’ in our en- 
campment, we are forcibly reminded that deatn has 
been busy in our ranks, but the memoryof their 
heoric achievements and manly virtues will live long 
after the Grand Army of the Republic ceases to ex- 
ist. Letthe example of their lives be an incenti- 
tive tous all to so liveand discharge our duties 
as citizens ith that foy 
country and fidelity ¢ 
when we shall have reached the 
end of life’s journey and joined those gailant com- 
rades whose lives were sacrificed to their country’s 
liberty, future generations will read with wonder 
how two great armies contended for four long years; 
where nearly 1,000,000 men on one side and the 
ether yielded up their lives in that great civil con- 
fliet, and when the contest ended those great armies 
melted away like the snow on the hill-taps under the 
beams of a noonday sun. Resuming the peaceful 
vocations of civil life, the nation moved on once 
more in a Career of us paralicles progtess, prosperity 
and happiness, so that when our names shall be 
inscribed on the roliof the dead of the Grand 
Army of the Repuoplic, we shall deserve to be remem- 
bered by those who survive us,and upon our last 
resting places may flourish the evergreens of a fond 
and enduring memory. 

During my official term I have visited twenty-five 
departments, responded tonumerous invitations to 
reunions and public gatherings requiring months of 
time and labor, traveling nearly 40,000 miles, and 
my only regretis thatI was unable to meet with 
several departments, as they meton the same date 
and the places of meeting were too far apart to 
reach themintime, And notwithstanding I have 
given up nearly the entire year to the work of the 
order I feel that my efforts have been but feeble to 
serve all my comrades and do justice to the great 
o 


alty 


to duty 80 


fice. 

I will not trespass upon your patience by an at- 
tempt to enter into statistics. The reports of the 
staff officers contain full and detail statements of 
the work oftheir respective departments, and 
commend them to your careful perusal and consid- 
eration. I have been greatly aided in my efforts 
to serve you by the eflicient amd generous support 
given me by members of my staff. In every 
department. [ have visited, it was gratifying to 
notice the interest and enthusiasm manifested by 
the comrades for the welfare of the order, and while 
the whitened Jocks and furrowed cheeks of many 
marked the advance of time, the’lapse of years has 
not cooled their fervor forthe figeg or their deter- 
mination to hold on high the standard of our order, 
and while we have sustained many losses by, death 
and suspension, our greatest loss comes from delin- 
quent reports. Nevertheless, I take great pride in 
saying to you.that the reports show an increase for 
the year. 

Gen. Palmer then related the history of the 
trouble in the department of Mississippi and 
Louisiana, artsing out of the refusal of that 
department to recognize Posts Nos, 9 to 17, 
composed of coloreai veterans. Under the 
laws of the order the Commander in Chief 
was obliged to suspend in succession the de- 
partment commander, the senior vice com- 
mander andthe junior vice commander of 
that department. An attempt was made by 
the department to surrender its charter, but 
this failed owing to a lack of compliance with 
the proper requirements in suchcases, Fi- 
nally, on June 3, 1892, Post Commahder A. 8. 
Badger was placed in command of the de- 
partment, which was then reorganized and 
is now in a flourishing and prosperous condli- 
tion. 

The life of an organization, like the life of a man, 
may be prolongedin honor to the fullness of its 
time, or it may expire prematurely for want of 
proper guidance, by violence or internal disorders. 
So what appeared to be likely to bring about a com- 
plete dissolution of this department was saved by a 
critical operation, and the dying patient’s life was 
extended for future years of prosperity and useful- 
ness. 

Gen. Palmer then referred in terms of com- 
mendation tothe Woman’s Auxillary Asso- 
ciation and the Sons of Veterans, which he 
declared deserved the cordial support of 
every member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
pubiic. He urged a con*tinued observance of 
Memorial Day. 

Let it teach the rising generation, said he, 
that the liberty and government which were es- 
tablished and sustained at such terrible cost, should 
be ylelded up by them, only when, like the men who 
wore the blue, they rest with honor 
in a soldier’s grave: and should the men of future 
years be tempted to surrender the rights that were 
established upon so many battlefields by these men 
or become cold or callousin their love of country 
and its institutions, may the memory of the green 
mounds spread all overthe land, covering the re- 
mains of the loyal boys in blue who ylelded up their 
lives with ite hopes and pleasures for freedom and 


‘fatherland, hold them firmly to public virtue. 


Regarding pensions Gen. Palmer says no 
additional legislation is asked, the efforts of 
the Pension Committee being devoted to cor- 
recting inequalities. The work of the Grant 
Monument Association was reviewed and the 
recommendation made that the National 
Encampment ask Department Commanders 
to make an appeal to their respective posts 
for a contribution of 5 cents from each 
member to create a fund to be sent 
to the Quartermaster-General ard through 
him to be turned over to the Grant 
Memorial Association to be invested and the 
interest applied to the annualcare of the 
cottage and grounds. Among other recom- 
mendations made was one that the commit- 
tee be continued whose duty itis to see that 
veterans have preference in Government 
employ. It was also suggested that posts 
and departments be prohibited from making 
appeals for funds or for legislation on their 
own responsibility. The finances of the 
order were declared to bein good condition. 
In concluding Gen. Palmer said:

The report of the Adjutant-General, Fred 
Phisterer, begins with the statement that 
when Commander-in-Chief Palmer assumed 
Office there were practically no funds on hand 
to carry on the business of the Adjutant- 
General’s office, except $16,000 in United 
States bonds, which it was not deemed wise 
tosell, and no income was_ expected until 
after Dec. 31 last. Consequ®ntly the most 
rigid economy was necessary. The total ex-

Veasey, preceding Commanders-in-Chief. 
The Adjutant-General tells how the depart- 
ment officers were suspended for insubordina- 
tion, and how, finally, @ reorganization was 
effected with the loss of five posts. He says: 

‘*The suspended officers have not yet been 
brought to trial for disobedience to your 
orders, as in your fraternal feeling you be- 
lieved that their course was dictated more 
by prejudice and bad counsel than by wil- 
fulness. Duringthe last calendar year as 
shown by the report, there was a gain of 229 
inthe number of posts, making the total 
number 7,568. During the calendar year there 
was a gain in membership of 61,401; but the 
losses were 66,109, leaving the number of 
members in good standing Dec. 31 last, 
407,781, n y Ags hee loss of 1,708. 
This loss is sald to be.apparent because in 
one department it s found that nearly 
3,000 had been added without authority, and 
the returns previously Made were incorrect, 
sothatthere was actually a gain of about 
1,200 in the total strength of the organiza- 
tion. During the year the deaths numbered 
6,404; honorably discharged, 1,298; trans- 
ferred, 9,460; suspensions, 34,367; dis- 
honorable discharges, °467; and  delin- 
quents, 13,582.’ The Adjutant-General com- 
ments shortly on these losses, and says: 

**Practically it may be said that the mem- 
bership of the G. A. R. is now at its highest 
point. It willno doubt remain at the above 
number for a few years to come, when, 
necessarily, it must aecrease and the de- 
crease will be rapid.’’ 

The report closes with a statement com- 
piled from departmental returns that from 
July 1, 1891, to Dec. 81, 1891, $96,011 was ex- 
pended by the various posts for the relief of 
unfortunate comrades, soldiers’ widows and 
orphans, and the total expenditure on that 
score from July 1, 1871 to June 30, 1891, was 
$2,221,704. The Adjutant-General believes 
that these fignres are not correct and says 
that there is no doubt the actual amount was 
larger, 

The telegram from President Harrison, 
which has already been published, sending 
his regrets at his inability to be 
present here was also applauded. Junior 
Vice-Commander-in-Chief T. 8. Clarkson of 
Omaha, Neb., under the suspension of the 
rules, submitted the following: 

Resolved, By the members of the phat ye cemeen

City Authorities Aroused to the Gravity 
of the Lowell Nuisance, 


AN INSPECTING PARTY VISITS THE 
NORTH ST. LOUIS STENCH-WORES.

All Agree That They Threaten the Heaith 
of the Citizens of St. Louis and Should 
Ee Shut Down-What Will Probably 
Be Done-—Diificulty of Securing a 
Conviction. 


After the conference held in the Mayor’s 
office yesterday between city cfficials and a 


‘committee of representative citizens, a full 


account Of which was published in yester- 
day’s Post-DIsPATCH, it was resolved to 
make a trip to-day to Lowell 
to inspect the pest-breeding holes 
which abound in that vicinity, 
For the past sixteen years the Boards of 
Health of St. Louis have endeavored to abate 
the nuisances of Lowell, Lyingas it does in 
a valley which is too deep 
to be drained into the sewers 
of the city which empty into the river below 
the point of the city’s water supply, the 
numerous bone factories, rendering estab- 
lishments and dairies have increased to such 
proportions in that locality that to-daya 
yery grave condition of affairs confronts the 
municipal authorities. Legal proceedings 
have been instituted time and again witha 
view of either abating the nulsances or of 
punishing the offenders, anda few of these 
cases are still pending in the courts; 
-yet notwithstanding a few fines have been 
imposed in minor cages, the stench arising 
from these establishments and the unhealthy 
and polluted atmosphere of the vicinity has 
has been daily wafted across the northern 
portion of the city, leaving innumerable 
germs of disease in its wake, 
THE POST-DISPATCH’S CRUSADE. 

For a number of years®Pack the PostT-D1s- 
PATCH has called attention almost daily to 
this outrageous condition of affairs, and now 
that a serious situationis presentedinthelight 
of a possible invasionof cholera into the 
large Cities of the country the Health De- 
partment deemed it advisable to obtain the 
co-operation of the other high municipal 
authorities in devising summary Means 
to either abate the nuisance or drive the es- 
tablishments which are the cause of them 
beyond the lLmits of the city. The 
party invited to-day to drive to Low- 
ell and make a personal inspection of 
the ground consisted of the Mayor, the Board 
of Health, the City Comptroller, City Coun. 
selor, President of the City Council, Chief 
Sanitary Officer and Col Dave Caruth.

THE HALL STEET DISTRICT. 

From the new water works a drive was 
taken first along what is now known as Hall 
street, but which is nothing but an embank.- 
ment re sed over the new water condult, 
which extends as far as Carey street. 

On the left of this embankment are numer- 
ous sloughs, ponds and small ditches, which 
drain into Harlem Creek in one direction and 
into Gingrass Creek by means of conduit 
‘pipes run under the conduit, in the other 

On the right there isa prairie covered with 
‘sloughs which stretches faraway to the river 
. front. 

The stench arising from the varlous 
bone factories, dairies and rendering estab- 
listiments along this road is something un- 
bearable and well calculated to turn the most 
hardened stomach.

THE CITY’S WATER SUPPLY AFFECTED. 

The grave part of the situation is that they 
all drain either into the Prairie avenue 
sewer, which opens into the river about 1,200 
feet above the city’s present water supply, 
or into these two creeks, Which flow into the 
river somewhat above this point.

MRS. HARRISON. 


The Invalid Returnei to Washington ip 
Improved Health. 

WASHINGTON, D. C,, Sept. 21.—The special 
traig bearing the President, Mrs. Harrison 
and’party arrived at the Pennsylvania Depot 
ats8:45 this morning; about fifteen minutes 
late. The tripfrom Albany was devoid of 
incident. The party reached Jersey City 
about 3a.m., forty minutes late. The ar- 
rangements along the route under George 
W. Boyd, Assistant General Passenger Agent 
ofthe Pennsyivania Railroad, were perfect 
and everything was done ior Mrs. Harrison’s 
comfort: All whistles and noises along the 
railroad were stopped and tiie depots were 
kept quiet. The President occupied a berth 


inthe car near Mrs, Harrison, and lay down 
at intervals. 

At Washington the party was met by Post- 
master-General Wanamaker, Col. Ernest, 
U.S, A,, and Dr. Bannister, army surgeon, 
withacorps from the Washington Barracks 
and an anPbulance, which was driven tothe 
car sheds to avoid a crowd about the depot, 
where about five thousand people had assem- 
bled to awaitthe arrtval of the presidential 
party. Mrs. Harvison was taken from the 
rear car and placed on anarmy litter and 
carried.to the ambulance. ‘The President 
and Dr. Gardner rode in the ambulance with 
Mrs. Harrison and Dr. Bannister took a seat 
on the outside of the ambulance. Four 
mounted police cleared the streets for the 
party, which moved from the depot tothe 
street toavoid thecrowd. Thence they were 
driven to the main 
House. An incident took 
Showed the affection which Mrs. Harrison 
holds for those about her household. A num- 
ber of clerks watched her removal from the 
ambulance from the office windows, Glanc- 
ingup from ler couch, Mrs. Harrison saw 
the eager faces of the sympathetic employes 
aud smillingly waved her hands in greeting 
tothem. She was taken from the ambulance 
and carried to her apartments on the second | 
floor, accompanied by the President and Dr. 
Gardner, where she at once tound herself 
among all the comforts of home. 

Dr. Gardner in speaking of the trip said 
Mrs. Harrison stood the journey very 
nicely, in fact much better than they had 
anticipated and as the train brought them 
to Washington she became more buoy ant in 
spirit.

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LOTTERY NOT DEAD, 


North Dakota Threatened by the Insidious 
Enemy. 

FarcGo, N. D., Sept. 21.—The startling state- 
mentis made here that lottery has not yet 
givenup all hope of gaining a foothold in 
North Dakota, and that the wires are already 
being pulled in certain legislative districts 
in order to defeat the amendment to the con- 
stitution, which will come up for action at 
the session of the Legislature this winter, for- 
ever prohibiting the granting of any charter 


toalottery. An amendment must pass two 
consecutive sessions Of the Legislature and 
then be submitted to a vote of the people 
before becominga partof the organic law, 
and if the bill covid be defeated inthe Legis- 
lature this winter it would be five vears 
tore it couid again come up for action. If 
the bill forthe amendment of the constitu- 
tion goes through the Le gisiature this winter 
it will forever stop any hopes the lottery may 
entertain of gain ing a foothold inthis State, 

as it would carry at the electio mh by an ov er- 
whelming vote. Accordingly the plan ts to 
manage tostifie the amendment bill by pre- 

venting its ever coming to a vote, which 
would at least have the effect of leaving A 
clear fleld for the wealthy corporation to get

REFORMS URGED BY THE BRITISH CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE. 

LONDON, Sept. 21.—In the meeting of the 
Association of Chamber of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom at Newport to-day there 
was along discussion over a resolution of:- 
fered by the Hull Chamber of Commerce to 
this effect: ‘‘That constant depreciation 
of silver in India has a very detri- 
mental effect upon both the welfare of 
India and of this country and this assoclation 
is ofthe opinion that the only effectual rem- 
edy will be the substitution of a gold stauda- 
ard of value.’’ The majority of the members 
evidently unwilling to make such a 
bread declaration in favor ofa gold standard 
and the motion was got out of the way by 
ordering the previous question. 

The association unanimously 
resolution to the effect that it is ‘‘deslrable 
thatan imperial penny post be established 
and if there be any provision cf the postal 
union which renders this impracticable, an 
effort should be made by iler Majesty’s 
Government to get the treaty so altered as to 
clear the way for the adoption of an Imperial 
penny post.’’

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THE MAYOR’S CALL. 


It is proper enough for the Mayor to call 
upon citizens to do their part in the clean- 
ing of the city. The purifying of private 
premises is one part of, the work which 
every citizen, as a matter of self-interest, 
if ffom no other motive, should perform. 
But the responsibility rests in the end 
upon the municipal authorities. 

Calling upon citizens is a small part of 
the Mayor’s duty. Citizens have aright 
to look to him to see that the work is done, 
It cannot be accomplished by conferences 
and proclamation, but by honest and ener- 
getic effort. Itis the duty of the Mayor 
and his assistants to insist upon an honest 
expenditure of funds for cleaning pur- 
poses and a strict enforcement of discipline 
among minor officials and workmen, 
The first important step toward 
Cleaning the city is the cleaning 
out of the political barnacles and boodlers 
who absorb the means and nullify the effi- 
ciency of the cleaning departments. Is 
the Mayor. willing to keep sober, attend to 
his duty and make ‘‘push’’ pap-absorbers 
work or quit? 

Holding conferences, making speeches 
and issuing proclamations are cheap 
methods of getting credit for efficiency. 
They do not clean the city and unless ac- 
companied by honest work are not worth 
the wind and ink expended on them. 

The citizens have offered voluntary pe- 
cuniary aid for the cleansing work. They 
are serving as sanitary inspectors free of 
cost through the Post-DispatcH. There 
is little danger that they will not do their 
full share, but there is great danger that 
their efforts will be hampered by ineffi- 
ciency and inebriety on the part of public 
officials. Thecall for a performance of 
duty rests on the Mayor.

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Judge Morris, Nina Marshall and 
Marshall McDonald Will Fix It. 


The Impeachment Proceedings Against 
the Police Judge Will Not Be Filed. 


WILL FINES BE STAYED IN SECRET as 
FAST AS IMPOSED IN PUBLIC, 


The Notorious Proprictress of Two Dis- 
reputable Kesorts Defies the Police 
and Spits in the Faces of Officers— 
Marshall McDonald Holdsthe Judge’s 
Private Papers, Which Were 
“Dropped”? in Nina Marshall’s Man- 
sion cf Sin. 


~Marshall F. McDonald, attorney for Nina 
Marshall, the notorious proprietress of two 
disreputable houses, one at 1312 Pine street, 
which has been called to the attention of the 
police authorities by reported _ thefts 
and which the department has been 
endeavoring to close up, has decided not to 
push the proceedings for the impeachment 
of Police Judge Morris before the Council. 

After receiving reports of the alleged thefts 
from men frequenting this resort the police 
brought the proprietress before the Police 
Court. The woman was fined repeatedly and 
now alleges that the Judge of the court try- 
ing the cases against her visited her house 
in company with a Four Courts lawyer, in- 
curred a bill of $55 for wineamong other 
items aud during the night’s cebauch, com- 
promised himselfin a shameful manner and 
left minus a package of private papers, 
which she says he ‘‘dropped,’’ but which 
are now in the possession of Mr. McDonald, 
her attorney, in evidence of the truth of her 
story as tothe conduct of the Judge. 

The attempt of Attorney McDonald in the 
trial of the woman in the early cases against 
her to bringin the name of a citizen, who 
had frequented her house, persisted in after 
repeated warnings from the court, resulted 
In his being committed to the hold-over for, 
contempt. The attorney instituted civil suit 
against the police officers for carrying out 
the orders of the Court and confining him for 
contempt. 

Before the charge that Judge Morris had so 
grievously misconducted himself became 
public property, the deflant proprietress of 
the disreputable house, who, it Is said, spat 
in the faces of the officers, was again 
arraigned, and being convicted was fined 
$50. The dockets subsequently showed that 
the fine was remitted afterthe session, and 

hat the woman was only credited with 
‘*naving the costs.’’ The other cases against 
her, in which conviction was secured, were 
appealed to the Court of Criminal Correction, 
where, judging from the progress so far 
made, little hope 1@ given that they will soon 
come to trial. 

When this unexpected exposure of Four 
Court’s methods was made to the public, 
Attorney McDonald expressed himself as de- 


evidence as grounds forthe impeachment of 
Judge Morris. 

Subsequently the woman denied the truth 
of the story which had been toid by McDon- 
ald, and said that the Judge had never been 
at her house. This story she contradicted 
when interest turned to the conduct of her 
attorney. 

Jt now appears that a satisfactory arrange- 
ment will be made, and that the impeach- 
ment proceedings will not be instituted. 

Judge Morris adrults that on the nightin 
question he had ylelded to an unfortunate 
weakness which he had for years success- 
fully resisted, and was under the influence of 
liquor. His charitable frlends do not hesi- 
tate to charge that in this case he was made 
the victim of a conspiracy, 

If, however, the necessary little arranze- 
ment between the attorney, the Judge of the 
First District Police Court and the notorious 
proprietress of the disreputable houses 
should be made, the public will get no 
further information as tothe administration 
of justice inthis particular case atthe Four 
Courts, ‘The police, unable to prosecute the 
reported thefts, hoped at least to remove the 
responsibility of further occurrences by clos- 
ing the house in which they were reported to 
have occurred, Ifthe terms of the arrange- 
inent are that Judge Morris stay all fines im. 
posed, provided thecyprian and her attorney 
refrain from instituting proceedings before 
the City Council, the police will, doubtless, 
have very small suecess tn carrying Out their 
purpose, although the existence of the house 
itseif ts a violation of the ordinance. 

Attorney McDonald resented the contradic- 
tion of his client, and presented the fact, 
thatas ‘‘a reputable attorney,’’ he couid 
not be gulltv of making the misrepresenta- 
tion. His subsequent statements Indicate 
very strongly that, as a reputablelawyer, he 
feels very uncomfortable in his present posi- 
tion asthe custodian of the private papers 
ofanother man given him by a notorious 
woman who claims that they were 
**dropped’’ by the Judge while visiting her 
house.’ 

Itisoverten years ago since the character 
ofan abandoned woman was Introduced as 
the factor in a muncipal fightin St. Louts. 
‘he official who was then responsible for this 
departure was denounced on ali sides, de- 
posed from his office, and ina storm of cen- 
sure left the city of St. Louis, where he had 
spentallthe previous years of his life, and 
is now a wreck of his former self on the 
Pacific Coast. Even atthe Four Courts this 
style of warfare meets with disapproval, and 
makes it unpleasant for all parties connected 
with such contests. 

The friends of Judge Morris have urged him 
to make an admission of his fault, whether 
he can prove himself the victim of a trick or 
not, to fight the attempt todepose him, and 
at least not to compromise himself by Nis 
failure todo his duty, and corrupt judictal 
conduct on the bench, in order to secure 
personalimmunity from the woman and her 
attorney who now seem to have the advant- 
age of him in the fight. 

Numerous references have been made to 
the responsibie ‘‘witnesses’’ of the Judge’s 
promenades inthe softer paths of pleasure. 
The identity of these responsible “witnesses’’ 
is still a secret. 

The conduct of Judge Morris, however, in 
staying the last fine is a matter of record 
and it seems not improbable that the Council 
or the next Grand-jury may find it within 
their province to inquire into how Judge 
Morris was led tothe house from a saloon 
into which he happened to stroll; how re- 
sponsible, but unknown ‘‘witnesses’’ hap- 
pened to be on hand soconveniently and why 
he has departed in his judicial conduct from 
the record he has previously made in trying 
the cases against the defiant defendant by 
staying her fines. 

The more evidence thereis brought for- 
ward inthe matter of the charges made by 
Nina Marshall, the more difficult it becomes 
to ascertain the exact truth. 

The woman's position in the community Is 
peculiar. she isa bold member of a class of 
law- breakérs who are tolerated by the police 
if they keep within certain bounds. A few 
months ago thejpolice made a determined 
effort to close the house managed by 
her, on the ground that men 
were losing their money and valuable 
jewelry inthe place. She was brought Be- 
iore Police Judge Morris and em ploy gf oF 
shall F. McDonald as her attorney. e 4 s 
fined $50, paftd it and was arrested a be 
Kvery time she was arrested she was inee, 
and her attorney began to assert that she by 
being persecuted by the Police Department. 
Finally he became aggressive in her defense. 
Hie attempted to introduce the names of men 
who had been to the house. The attempt 
was denounced. Judge Morris warned him 
to stop this line of examination. He . 
sisted and the Judge sent him 
to jail. On the surface, after that, there — 
no hostiilty between him and Judge Morr ac 
What Attorney McDonald attempted to bg 
pad never been permitted in any of the 5t. 
Louis courts. 

Last Friday the Marshall woman was again 
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Donat laweer. and that the Judge then had 
assured the woman he would remit her fines 
whenever she come, =a og him, although he 
would be forced to ne her, 

Naturally the charges made a good deal of 
astir. Jodge Morris and Saloonkeeper Har- 
rison talked aboutthem In a contradcitory 
way. They said that the Marshall woman 
found out that the Judge was in the saloon 
on the night of Avg. 27 and sent fer lim. He 
refused to go to her house and she came to 
the saloon and asked the Judge to talk over 
her case with her, 
home in a cab. 

Atterney McDonald said his information 
had atl come from the Marshall woman, who 
in proofof her story had sent him anen- 
velop fullof private papers which she satd 
the Judge had ‘‘dropped’’ in herhouse. He 
was therefore very much surprised to seein 
a morning paper an interview with the 
woman in which,she was made to say that 
Judge Morris had never been in her house 
and that she knew nothing of the reported 
visits. Hesent for her and shecameto his 
office, finding there several reporters and 
lawyers. 

Attorney McDonald asked her concerning 
the interview in which she denied that the 
Judge had been in her house, and she laughed 
withanair of great amtisement at the posi- 
tive statement she was represented as mak- 
ing. When Mr. McDonald ended, ne said: 
‘'l took your case because I thought 
you was a persecuted woman.’’ 
This interview puts meas weilas yourself 
in bad light. What about it? Did you say 
those things?’’ 

‘*Well, Mr. MeDonald,’’ said the woman, 
‘*I don’t want to get any man into troubie 
who comes tomy house. Itis my business to 

rotect respectable men, and 1 intend to do 

t. Ldon’t want to hurt Judge Morris, but 
what 1 told you is true.’’ 

She then went over the incidents of the 
Judge’s visit to her house on the two nights, 
laying most stress on the visit Aug. 27. She 
said Jim Harrison sent for her and told her the 
Judge wasin his saloonand wanted to see 
her. Shetook three women with her and 
went over. ‘‘Ialways havea push along.’’ 
From the saloon she and the Judge went 
back to her own house, with the Police Court 
attorney, the Judge with his arm around her 
waist. In the house the Judge ordered eleven 
bottles of wine and remained all 
night. The attorney had no money and slept 
onthe sofa. ‘‘All these entries are in my ac- 
count book against the ae ag said Miss 
Marshall. ‘‘The bill ts $0in all, and I'll tear 
out the leafand let you have itif you want 
it. He didn’t pay me a cent, but when 
I get fined in his court he expects me to pay 
rightup. Ithink he oughttg do the same, 
don’t you?’’ and she laughed towards the 
listeners. ‘‘Thatisn’tallthe gay things he 
dia, either,’’ and she laughed again. 
‘*ftle sald he loved me and I 
was ‘his Nina,’ and called me 
his Cleopatra, of course ldon’t mind telling 
this, foritisan every day matter with me. 
He’s not any worse thana good many other 
judges. ‘They’re all too gay, but they sit up 
there when youcome before themand look 
severe, and fine you for the very things 
they’re looking for themselves. ’’ 

Mr. McDonald wasgse«till not satisfied, as the 
reporter of a morning paper who had writ- 
ten the interview maintained thatit was 
accurate in spite of Miss Marshall’s repudia- 
tion of it. He questioned her closely 
and at last a lausible explanation 
come out. Sbesaid that Sunday night Jim 
Harrison came to her and told her that i! sie 
heldtoher story about Judge Morris, she 
would be harrassed by the police, and 
that they would rrevent her from 
renting any of her houses. She 
was frightened, and declared that she had 
no desire to hurt the Judge. He then asked 
her to come to his saloon, and she got in her 
victoria and drove there, Meetinga reporter. 
he asked {her a number of questions about 
Judge Morris’ visits, and she gave him the 
exculpatory interview which he published. 

As she finished, Miss Marshall got up from 
her chair, walked toa lounge In the office, 
patted the cushion on it nervously, walked 
to the window, and then sat in her chair 
again witha thump of her parasol onthe 
fioor. ‘‘Andthat isallI shall say about the 
thing, I swearit is,’’ she said. ‘‘l’ve told 
nothing butthe truth; Idon’tliie, Mr, Mc- 
Donald has got evidence then beside mine 
about the visit of Judge Morris, and I'll 
stick to this story if they dotry torunp me out 
of tewn, but they can’t doit; that’s allabout 
that. I’ll stay hereif it costs me every dollar 
I’ve got in the world,’’ 

Judge Morris’ perturbation of mind has 
been evident to everybody who has watched 
him on the bench for the last few days. Sun- 
day he took a pledge to abstain from Hquor 
for the rest of his life. 

READY FOR RECONCILIATION. 

Mr. MeDonald said after the woman left: 
‘‘IThave no desire to make waron Judge 
Morris. I didn’t bring about this exposure, 
although I Know I’m gettingthe credit of it. 
I happen to be on the unpopular side in this 
case, and I understand that I have Deen 
severely criticised by — who didn’t 
know the facts. My difficulty with Judge 
Morris came about through my earnest- 
ness in behalf of my _ client. I was 
entirely inthe right in that matter. I was 
npt in contempt and the Judge had no right 
to send me to jail. However, I had decided 
to let that go, and to be satisfied withthe 
vindication I was sure I should receive in my 
suitinthecivil courts against the police 
officers who dragged me out of the Police 
Court. ‘This story about Judge Morris was 
not given to the newspapers by me, The 
first time Il knew thatit was out was when 
the reporters came to me to get the facts 
and l gave them as Miss Marshall haa given 
themtome. Now, Judge Morris brought this 
whole trouble onhimself. He madea mistake 
in the first place, and he madea mistake in 
the second place, If he will admit both 
those mistakeslam ready to cry quits. [I 
had intended to use this information by lay- 
ing it before the City Council, and having 
the Judge impeached, butI don’t want to 
push him if he is willing to place me ina cor- 
rect position both as to the contempt pro- 
ceedings, and by retracting his assertions in 
the newspapers that lliied in describing his 
conduct in the Marshall house.’’ 

CONFESSION AND AVOIDANCE. 

His position now is that of aman who ac- 
Knowledges that he has made a grave mis- 
take and asks to be dealt with lenilently, and 
he has many friends who would lke to seea 
vell drawn over the affair for the sake 
of himself and his family. ‘‘l shall deny 
nothing,’’ said the Judge to a Post-DisPpaTcH 
reporter. ‘fl was too much under the 
influence cf liquor to remember what 
I did. A few glasses will make 
me totally tinsensibie, and I was 
led into taking thosé@by a series of accidents. 
I have suffered frightfully since those publica- 
tions began, and have siept hardly an houra 
night. But I can say that am glad 
that the story was published and 
that no attempt was made to induce me to 
Keep them secret, Ofthe two things I pre- 
fer the disgrace to the temptation. I could 
excuse myself by saying that many a better 
manthanlI has fallenin the same way, but 
thatis no excuse I know, I take ali the 
blame, all fle responsibitity, and merely 
promise to @tone for that slip if people will 
hot judge me finally now.’’ 

It develops now that Judge Morris got into 
his condition thut eventful day in an unusual 
way. He had business with President 
Richard Kartholdt of the School Board, and 
taking Peter R. Morrissey with him he 
went to Charley Schweickhardat’s saloon 
aiter the President. They sat there and 
drank Rbine wine, Then the Judge and Mor- 
rissey went toa florists and the Judge paida 
bill for some flowers he had bought for the 
grave of Quarantine Superintendent O’Mad- 
igan when he died. After that they went to 
the Polytechnie Bullding, attended a session 
of the Teachers Committee and returned to 
the Four Courts. Lawyer Taafe was there, 
andheand the Judge started together for 
Hat rison’s saloon.

Apathy of Blaine and Reed Disturbing 


HOW THEIR EXAMPLE IMPERILS THE 
RESULT IN NOVEMBER. 


Chairman Carter Assigned the Task of 
Emoking Out Reed—-Whitelaw Reid to 
Look After the Ex-Secretary—Commis- 
sioner Peck’s Misdeeds Presented to a 
Grand-Jury—Pol tics. 


WASHINGTON, D. ©., Sept. 21.—The two. 


men whom the Administration fears most on 
the eve of the presidential contest are 
Blaine and Ree@. And to their apathy in the 
cause and hatred of Harrison is attributed 
the slump in Maine, Ifthe influence of these 
great leaders could be confined alone to the 
Pine Tree State there would be less fear of 
the result in November, but this cannot be 
done. Their action, or rather non-action, is 
felt throughout the party inevery State, So 
far as personal feeling go,the President ts re- 
ported to hold Mr, Blaine and Mr. Reed in quite 
as smallregardasthey hold him. The Har- 
rison champions, whoare believed to reflect 
the views of their chief, speak in the harsh- 
estterms of the ex-Secretary and the ex. 
Speaker, and, mortifying and discouraging 
as the returns are, thereis no uneasiness 
felt as to the result in the State In November; 
but when the Blaine and Reed influence in 
other States is considered the question as- 
sumes another aspect and the necessity fora 
new departure of some kind jis concedéd. It 
is the most difficult problem that the Har- 
risonites have to solve. 

The Blaine following in New York is report- 
ed to be lukewarm, and the demand for Mr. 
Reed on the stump throughout the Northwest 
argues that he enjoys great, popularity 
among the Republicans of that sec- 
tion, Clearly, therefore, as it is 
reasoned here, Mr. Blaine must be iIn- 
duced to write another letter or in some 
Other way appeal.to his followers in the piv- 
Otal States in behaif of the national ticket 
and Mr. Reed, before taking the stumpin 
any of those States, must be brought to see 


the necessity of swallowing all personal dis- 


comfiture and making some respectful if not 
cordial reference to the candidates in whose 
behalf votes are being solicitea. 

According to the programme now discussed 
here the task of getting something more and 
better from Mr, Blaine is to be delegated to 
Whitelaw Reid, whose relations with the ex- 
Secretary are more intimate than those en- 
joyed by any other Republican leader inter- 
ested inthe campaign. The ex-Speaker isto 
be approached by Chairman Carter, who, as 
& member of the Fifty-first Congress, was 
one ofthe Czar’s favorites. In tact, it was 
the opportunity that Carter enjoyed in that 
liouse as one of the Speaker’s Meutenants 
that brought him intothe President’s notice 
when a search for a new Commissioner of the 
Land Office was in progress. 

In the opinion of well-informed politicians 
here Chairman UVarter has by far the more 
difficult task to perform. The ex-Speaxerisa 
headstrong man. He hasbeen having his 
own wayso longit is almost impossible to 
persuade him that a suggestion from any 
outside source can possess the slightest 
merit. His dislike of the President is deep- 
seated andintense. He makes no conceal- 
ment ofit. Everybody enjoying his personal 
acquaintance and the opportunity within the 
past two yearsof discussing public men and 
measures with him has been treated toone 
or more of Mr. Reed’s flings at Harrison. It 
will be difficult, therefore, for Reed to forget 
all this, even atthe party’s instance, and be- 
come the President’s eulogist on the stump, 


SOUTH CAROLINA DEMOCRATS, 


TILLMANITES AND STRAIGHT-OUTS IN OPPOSI- 
TION. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Sept. 21.—The Democratic 
State Convention assembled in the hall of the 
House of Representaiives and was called to 
order by Senator Irby, Chairman of 
the State Executive Committe. The con- 
vention is composed of 264 Tillmanites (or 


Farmers’ Alliance men) and fifty-six con- 
servative (or straight out Democrats). The 
business of the body is to nominate a State 
ticket, elect a Siate Chairman, adopt a plat- 
form and choose presidential electors. 

A committee on credentials was appointed 
and the convention took a recess. The nom- 
ination of Gov. Tillman and the present 
State officers, is of course, a foregone con- 
clusion. The main issue in the conven- 
tion will the adoption of a platform, This 
morning the indications are that the Tillman 
side would putupa platform embodying the 
leading features of the Democratic national 
platform as near as possible, but would have 
the Ocala platform ingsubstancejtacked onto 
it. This was the scheme outlined by a 
Tiilmanite and he said he understood that 
the Conservatives in opposition to this would 

utthe straight national Democratic plat- 

ormup. Here will come the biggest fight of

Panama’ mall advices under date of Sept. 15 
say that the news from Venezuela continues 
mostdeplorable. The revolutionists are in 
posséssion Of all the ports of the coast except 
La yra. Many outrages have been com- 
mitted on merchants, consuls and others. 

In Carupano the American and Italian con- 
suishave been imprisoned and the Spanish 
Consul was imprisoned at La Guayra, The 
commander of a Spanish warship threatened 
to bombard La Guayra on this account, 

The fighting at Puerto Cabello was so §3- 
vere that the dead were so numerous there 
were no facilities for thelr burial and thelr 
bodies were gathered together and burned, 

Walker sailed direct to La Guayra, and 
upon his arrival there he will find the Con- 
cord and Kearsarge, and will at once take 
measures to back up American Minister 
Scruggs’ protest against the forcible seizure 
of Venezuelan Congressmen on the D Line 
steamer Oaracas, flying the American flag, 
some weeks ago. 

Malladvices from Curacoa say that these 
refugees, Six In nuniber, were seized by oraer 
of the then Dictator Urdanets.1 

AS s00n as the men were taken ashore they 
were imprisoned In the fort at the entrance 
to the harbor of Puerto Cabello. 

This place.was then held by the rival fac- 
tions, the insurgents having possession of 
the city, while the Government troops still 
garrisoned the fort. Fearing that this 
strenghold would be destroyed by dynamite, 
the refugees requested Urdaneta to place 
them aboard one of his vessels, then lying in 
the harbor preparing for an attack upon 
Coro, The men were therefore removed to 
one of his steamers and carried with him to 
La Vala de Coro, the Seaport of Coro. 

Atthis point were the t7o Colinas, Leon 
ana Diego, the forme? veneral in Crespo’s 
army, the latter in the Government ser- 
vice, 

Urdanets joined his forces with those of 
Diego Colina and together they attacked 
Leon. The latter was victorious, however, 
and annififated the combined armies of Ur.- 
daneta and Diego Colina, 

Afiey tyis unsuccessful attack upon Coro, 
Uvrdaneté decided to retreat to Maracaibo, 
taking with hint the six refugees about whom 
so wtyuch has been said and written. He found 
his feet short of coal, and therefore scuttied 
one oi the steamers to prevent its failing 
into the hands oftheenemy. With his single 
remaining steamer he towed the remnant of 
his feet to the Dutch Island of Aruba, where 
he took on a supply of coal. 

During the night one of the refugees jumped 
into a small boatand escaped to Cursacoa, 
ee heis now safely landed upon Dutch 
soll. 

inthe morning Urdaneta got under way 
and steamedinto the harbor of Maracaibo 
with the.remaining five refugees. 

What has become of the unfortunate men 
no one seems to know. Some say they are at 
jiberty inthe city of Maracaibo, others that 
they are imprisoned. At all events, in or out 
of prison, they are stillin the hands of Ur- 
daneta. The action of the United States Gov- 
ernmentinthe matteris watched with the 
keenest interest. 

‘PRYING TO SLIP AWAY. 

New YOr«K, Sept. 21.—The South Portland, 
the steamer detained here because she was 
fitting out for Venezuela with a cargo of 
arms for the rebels, was all ready to slip 
away from <this port under cover of 
darkness iast night. The vevenue cut- 
ter Washincton steamed out to tlie 
South Portland to investigate a rumor 
to this effect and found the steamer with 
steam up, evidently ready tosail: While the 
lines were Deing made fasta hurried consul- 
tation took place between the people on the 
deck of the South Portland. Up over her 
sidé went the surveyor, followei by the 
revenue officers, Surveyor Lyon informea 
the mate who was in charge of the 
steamship, that it was understood by 
tlhe customs authorities that they intended 
to sail without their clearance papers, ond 
he had come outto prevent it. In spite of 
the fact that there wasa full head of steam 
on and that her anchor was hove short, both 
the engineer and mate said they bad no in- 
tention of galing. They could not, however, 
give the Surveyora satisfactory explanation 
astowhy they had up so mucn steam and 
were riding at so short a@ chain, 

They said the captain and Gonzales, the 
Veneziiclan who chartered her, were ashore 
and were expected out any minute. Both 
vowed they would not lenda hand in getting 
the steamship under way until she bad her 
proper Clearance papers.

KERENS AND TEXAS. 


Chairman Bothwell Does Not Believe 
Kerens Is Working for Clark. 


Col. R. C. Kerens of St. Louis, Republican 
Nationai Committeemen from Missourl, is 
charged by the Houston (Tex.) Post with De- 
ing allied with the Clark Democratic faction 
in Texas to bring about a ‘‘sell out’’ ofthe 
Democratic party in the Lone Star State.
